Mrs. H. I. Smith, of New Oxford, is 
the possessor of a fine home spun lin­ 
en towel. It is of ordinary size, th** up­ 
per part being handsomely decorated 
in different colors of needle 
work, 
with birds, old time candlesticks, trees 
on which birds are perched, etc., and 
the following 
inscription: 
“ Hannah 
Boilerman, for M. IL, 1829”. The lat­ 
ter initials meaning Mary Bosserman, 
who later became Mrs. John Albert, 
and mother of Mrs 
Smith. At the 
lower end of this towel is a depth of 
IO inches of fine drawn-work, hand­ 
somely dotted with needle-work, of 
same material as at top, all work be­ 
ing done with home-spun thread, and 
to this is added a knotted fringe six 
inches deep. 
The towel shows that the ladies of 
84 years ago were just as apt with 
a needle as they are to-day and this 
piece of material indicates that much 
time and patience were required to 
complete it. The piece of linen is high­ 
ly prized by the owner.
